“I cannot jeopardize the future of the men who may some. day 
be called upon to lead our army or our navy in another great war,” 
Ike told intimates. “If I run now we may pay heavily for it some 
Gay when a future commander in chief picks a poor field com- 
mander, rather than choose an able man. who might become a 
political obstacle to him.” 

These intimates say that the decision, announced Friday, long 
had been made by Eisenhower and that he awaited only the 
proper time for its announcement. 

He is known to have told these friends he felt that if he had not 
been a successful commander, if he had not shown an ability to 
get along with leaders of a score or more Allied nations in the late 
war, he would not have been considered by politicians. There- 
fore, he feels he has nothing to offer except his military record 
and he feels such a record, good though it may be, does not entitle 
him to enter the field of politics, especially as an opponent of the 
man—or at least the administration—which helped to make him. 

Political Washington, long accustomed to shock, is more than 
shocked by the Eisenhower announcement. Why the one man given 
e better than even chance of beating President Truman in the 
November election should so abruptly and completely eliminate 
himself floored most of the dopesters. But those who know Eisen- 
hower weren't the least bit surprised. They knew his announce- 
ment was coming; they had never looked upon him as a presi- 
dential contender , 

It might well be said that Eisenhower's decision came not Fri- 
day, not during the last few months after his name had become 
mentioned prominently as the GOP candidate, but many years ago 
when as a young officer he served under older men who had been 
through the Spanish-American War. 

These old soldiers told him how the-powers that be in 1898 passed 
over the able and popular Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles as commander 
in chief of the armies in the field and gave the top assignment to 
Gen. William Shafter, a colorless and undistinguished officer. _ 

Shafter almoet brought disaster to our Army in that one-sided 
war at Santiago when he sought to retreat and was saved from 
disgrace by Georgia’s own Gen. “Fighting Joe” Wheeler, whose mili- 

_ tary genius turned the tide and actually won the war in that one 
battle. 

Eisenhower, it is said, was made to realize that President Mc- 
Kinley’s political caution in not naming the far more able Miles was 
costly in casualties. 

Certainly there were other compelling reasons why Eisenhower 
turned thumbs down on the Republicans. But his patriotism was 
the motivating reason. It looked like a hard decision because in

This idea differs from that of 
Sigmund Freud, who believed that 
anxiety and many neuroses of 
modern life came from repressed 
desires and impulses which a per-) 
son would like to indulge in, but 
didn’t dare. 

The view that they come from 
guilt and social fear offers a way 
to treat them successfully and to 
get rid of the anxiety and neu- 
roses, Dr. Mowrer said. It ‘also

Roth were counted out last 
season, just when they were sure 
of winning the National Stock 
Car Championship trophy. Flock 
had a smashed vertebra and 
“Car 14” was an impossible tangle 
of bent metal. 

It happened in the late Fall at 
Spartanburg, S. C. Flock arrived 
on the track too late for the time 
trials and, under racing rules, was 
assigned the back position in the 
lineup 

By the end of 15 laps, however, 
“Car 14” had outstripped the 30- 
odd other stock cars on the track 
and was a half-lap ahead. Sud- 
deniv the front right tire blew 
out. Flock wasn’t worried for an 
instant. for he had piloted “14” 
through four previous blowouts 
that seascn. 

This time. though. the shredded 
tire came off inside the wheel, 
caught in the spindle and locked 
the wheel. “Car 14” careened 
into a heavy power pole, cutting 
down the pole and coming to rest 
under the huge timber and other 
debris. 

They said Bob Flock was 
through racing. As for “14,” it 
was a helpless mass of warped 
metal. 

Somehow Red Vogt, the Atlanta 
mechanic who built “14” managed 
to put the racer together again. 
And Bob's brother, Fontello Flock, 
who was in second place in 
WSCC. took over in “14” and 
brought the national trophy to 
Atlanta 

Bob Flock never believed he 
was through racing, despite the 
unwieldy brace the doctors laced 
him in He wore the brace pa- 
tiently and finally tried to walk 
without it. He found he could. 

Ther's a new car “Car 14” 
waiting and Bob Flock is wonder- 
ing if it will better the world’s 
stock car record of 117 miles an 
hour he set on the Daytona track 
a couple of years ago. 

When he isn’t racing, Bob Flock 
is thinking and talking about it. 
On the side, he runs a restaurant 
on Spring Street and is busy try- 
ing to perfect a new race track on 
Highway 54, near Atlanta. 

“A fan doesn't get much thrill 
watching a race on a mile track,” 
he explained, “because the cars 
string out and follow one another. 

“I’m putting up a half-mile 
track. banked six feet at the 
curves, that will give them plenty 
of thrills and close-packed turns.” 

Flock was the target of atten- 
tion in the last Lakewood race, 
when Atlanta police dug up a 
record to show that he was con- 
victed of hauling whiskey in 
1936. 

However, Flock argued that he 
was pliced on probation in that 
case and hes no subsequent con- 
victions. He served 19 months in 
the Army and was promoted to 
sergeant immediately after com- 
pleting basic maneuvers. 

“T sure won the mock battles. 
he mused. “They grabbed me up 
as an instructor and I made all of 
the maneuvers.”

BERLIN, Jan. 24— (UP) — An | 
American lieutenant was shot in 
the shoulder by a Russian soldier 
in the American sector of Berlin 
early Saturday, “U. S. Air Force 
officials said Saturday night. 

Officials identified the wounded 
man as First Lt, Fred Scheune- 
mann, of Chicago, Illinois. 

They said Scheunemann was‘ 
shot in the Kreuzberg District of 
the German capital when he heard 
suspicious sounds and turned his 
flashlight in their direction. 

The lieutenant quickly switched 
off his flashlight when he heard 
the click of a rifle bolt, the offl- 
cials said. Then the Russian fired 
three shots, the third of which 
wounded Scheunemann. 

The wounded officer was placed 
in a hospital, where his condition 
was described es “not serious.” 

The Russian soldier was arrest- 
ed by U. S. authorities, who are 
investigating the incident.

Moore, formerly coach at Mer- 
cer, gained fame ag track coach at 
LSU, piloting one of his squads to 
a national championship. 

His teams have won the South- 
eastern Conference championship 
every season except one, when 
Forrest (Spec) Towns. led Georgia 
to the title in 1937. 

He retained track coaching 
lob even after vaulting into the po- 
sition of head football coach. 

If Moore is named Commission- 
er, and it's almost certain a ma- 
jority of the presidents will go 
along with their coaches, he will 
hecome the second man to hold 
the job permanently.

Saturday at the sixty-seventh 


annual meeting of the U. S. Lawn Tennis Association. 


Dr. S. Ellsworth Davenport, Jr., 
of New York, Chairman of Junior 
Davis Cup Committee, cautioned 
against betting and gambling 
among the juniorgroup players. 

Davenport explained that offi- 
cers in various sections of the 
country had reported many in- 
stances of “players betting on 
matches and gambling outside of 
matches beyond theirmeans.”’ 

He said the Committee re- 
ceived unconfirmed reports of 
“overly large expense accounts be- 
ing offered to outstanding Junior 
Davis Cup players to compete by 
clubs where tournaments were to 
be staged.” Davenport emphasized 
his Committee had not been able 
fo confirm these reports. 

Holcombe Ward, retiring Presi- 
dent of the USLTA after 11 years 
as President, read a report of the 
Amateur Rules Committee in 
which he also asked that “‘tourna- 
ment officials should not ignore 
the rumors of too lavish expense 
accounts.” The report pointed out 
that all players of tournament 
ability had been cautioned. 

The report concluded with a 
four-way recommendation asking: 

1. Clubs should provide food 
and lodging but no cash for play- 
er participation. 

2. When cash expensé accounts 
are provided, the amount should 
not exceed the actual expenses of 
the players. 

3. Clubs should refuse the en- 
try of players asking exorbitant 
expenses.

Everyone, including players, coaches and the committee members, must have 
been very well satisfied with the way the game was played in 1947, because no drastic

Here is a novel rich in sub- 
stance but weak in organization, 
which attempts to combine strong 
plot with philosophical and polit- 
ical speculation, achieving only 
partial success. 

Davis his given us a galaxy of 
interesting and well-drawn Kansas 
characters: Harcourt Stevens, rich, 
puritanical, reactionary, disillu- 
sioned and bitter; Katherine Ste- 
vens, his mother, father-raised 
daughter, who loves and fears her 
progenitor; Rosie, the washer- 
woman’s amorous and scheming 
daughter, housekeeper at the Ste- 
vens’ house, girl friend of Hunky, 
sensitive, devoted, somewhat stu- 
pid day laborer; Morehead, the 
philosophical minister; Green- 
wood, the fat, monosyllabic news- 
paper owner; Carling, the young 
reporter, in love with Kathryn 
Stevens, 

These people live and breathe, 
mate, argue and otherwise con- 
duct themselves in character. But 
all of their lives, plus all of their 
intellectual perigrimations never 
quite add up to a satisfying novel. 

That the author is a warm and 
admirable human being, has been 
proved in all of his books (‘“‘Sol- 
dier of Democracy,” “In the For- 
ests of the Night”). He has his 
political values straight. He has in- 
telligently assessed a wide range 
of philosophers and savants. He 
knows the small town Middle 
West and he has abviously delved 
deeply into abnormal psychology. 

With such virtues and accom- 
plishments he has most of the 
makings for significant fiction 
save the all-important eye for 
pattern and integration. A little 
more attention to sheer technique 
and Davis will be a writer to 
reckon with.—S. N.

|S A Boss-Employee Wrinkle

NEW YORK—New Yorkers have con- 
agi ducted a pleasant little experiment in em- 
ployee relationship for a year or so, which they say is work- 
ing better than a bonus or a raise in salary. 

At 10 o’clock, the moment when Atlanta workers are 
rushing toward coffee like lemmings to the sea, Manhattan’s 
smart bosses and their executaries (an improvement over 
the old secretary title) are sitting down at a table in a 
conference room for their own quick-up and conversation. 

They talk about everything, mainly business. They 
discuss improvements that ought to be made in the of- 
fice, the morning’s mail, personnel difficulties, family 
problems, unfinished projects and, for a few minutes, 
meet on completely common ground. 

The trend toward office entertainment has become so 
general in New York that many executives have had small 
kitchens installed in closets or file rooms, and it is no rare 
thing to find them inviting friends to drop up for lunch, 
instead of meeting at a public place. 

Nata Lee, a quiet-eyed cateress, whose delectable food 
the nation’s fashion editors have wolfed practically every 
place for two weeks, says the whole idea of eating is revo- 
lutionized. | 

She says that there is a marked change in home enter- 
tainment. Suburban chit-chat, the kind of convention that 
requires frequent exchanges of dinner invitations, is dry- 
ing out. 
: She believes it is not only due to the high cost of 

entertainment... but that people have found an empti- 
ness in saying the same things to the same friends, 
week after week. 

“I think.” she said, deftly, curling a cornucopia of 
watercress and white bread, “that we are having something 
of a cultural renaissance without realizing it. People are 
listening to music, reading more, thinking more and so 
many of them have taken up various forms of art for their 
own expression.” 

Miss Lee. whose address is 1046 Madison Ave., conducts 
a correspondence course in entertaining. ‘Not in cooking, 
you understand,” she emphasizes, “only in ideas. I find 
women are so eager to learn new ways to do things.” 

There are fashions in food, Miss Lee says (who ever 
hears of broiled grapefruit any more, for example?) and 
her own current idea is to use inexpensive foods that have 
an air of exclusiveness. She rolls filets of fish in flour, 
bakes them in cream, flavored with wine, and serves them 
like New Orleans does delectable trout with French sauce.

SOLUTION—The flaking condition is called efflorescence and is | 
caused by moisture which seeps into the plaster. The first thing to 
do is to check your gutters and downspouts or roof. Water may be 
entering from some outside source or if steam radiators are near, 
check to see if live steam is escaping onto the surface of the plaster, 
or if in bathrooms it may be from shower or tub splashings. 

When confronted with efflorescence remove all of the powdering 
substance and all loose and crumbling plaster. Treat the surface 
liberally with a solution composed of equal parts of hydrochloric 
acid and water. When dry, wash the surface with clear water to 
remove al] traces of the acid. Patch the surface with patching plas- 
ter of spackling compound, and when dry smooth up and paint in 
the usual manner.

This increase will raise the total | 
of freshmen accepted in the 
School of Medicine to 72, Dr. 
White said. Normal capacity en- 
rollment for each entering class is. 
60 students, although the Univer- 
sity accepted more than that for 
the current year in an effort to an- 
swer the tremendous demand for | 
medical training. 

The expanded program was 
made possible by anonymous do- 
nors who contributed enough 
funds to allow greater teaching 
and laboratory facilities. 

Dr. R. Hugh Wood, Emory med- 
ical dean, pointed out that the 
larger number of freshmen would 
“mean the expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars on equipment and 
facilities, the addition of new fac- 
ulty members and months of plan- 

and revision of courses, |

President White pointed out that 
the enrollment imcrease, though a 
big step for Emory, is nevertheless 
only a token attack on the over- 
all picture of medical training 
needs. 

“Emory now has more than 1,000 
applications for its freshman class 
in September,” he said. “It is ob- 
vious that increasing the ‘size of 
our entering class by seven to 12 
cannot mean any relaxing of the 
Strict standards we have estab- 
lished for acceptance to the medi- 
cal school.” 

In explaining the large expendi- 
tures necessary for expansion, 
Dean Wood said medical students 
would pay in tuition this year 
about $135,000—but their medical 
education would cost Emory more 
than $500,000. The medical stu- 
dent, he said, pays only 27 percent 
of his ,education’s cost. 

In announcing Emory’s decision 
to increase its medical enrollment, 
Dr. White said the University’s 
Board of Trustees approved the 
move only after receiving assur- 
ance that there would be no de- 
crease in quality of training the 
medical school gives.

Gen. Eisenhower 
Sets the Pattern 


WASHINGTON, D: C.—This town talks poli- 

tics. And not much else. So it was that yes- 

) terday and today about all one heard was Gen. 

Eisenhower and what his announcement meant to the Democrats, 

who were happy about the withdrawal, and to the Messrs. Taft 
and Dewey. 

It was easy to explain the Democratic glee. All polls have 
shown the General could take the Democrats with great ease and 
even abandon, He could take them without any real trouble. With 
him out of the picture they feel they have a chance, especially if 
the Republicans nominate Sen. Taft. The Eisenhower withdrawal 
notice is worth reading over again. It is a paper from a great man 
and a patriot. It is quite possible that in his summing up, wherein 
he states his position about military men seeking high political 
position, he took not only himself out of office but also took with 
him Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who is reported interested in being 
a candidate. 


* Said Gen. Eisenhower: 
Tragedy “It is my conviction that the necessary and wise sub- 
ordination of the military to civil power will be best sustained, 
and our people will have greater confidence that it is so sustained, 
when life long professional soldiers, in®*the absence of some obvi- 
ous and overriding reason, abstain from seeking high political 
office. This truth has a possible inverse application. I would regard 
it as unalloyed tragedy for our country if ever should come the day 
when military commanders might be selected with an eye to their 
future potentialities in the political field rather than exclusively 
upon judgment as to their military abilities.” 

It is a high-minded declaration and one whith enhances the 
stature of this man who now will go on to become President of 


Columbia University. 
Modesty His reluctance to make any statement was under- 
! standable. He had not been tendered the nomination. 
To say he would not accept it befofe some definite action had been 
taken would not have been in good taste. Hence it was he waited 
until New Hampshire was about to vote on it. His statement caught 
the makers of the Eisenhower boom flat-footed, further. evidence 
of the fact the General was not in any sort of agreement with the 
boom makers. € 

It is quite likely that his action will set the pattern for the 
future. The nation does not care for military men as presiden- 
tial candidates. The record of the past is not good. Here of late, 
too, there has been a feeling that too many military men were taking 
over positions normally directed by civilians. 

It will be very difficult in future years for a military man to 
offer for the presidency with that Eisenhower statement in the rec- 
ord. His allegiance to American institutions has been one of the 
great lights in his career so that he did become the man most Ameri- 
cans would like to have seen as President. 

Apart from his realization that military men have no place 
in politics, Gen. Eisenhower’s renunciation of the nomination doubt- 
less stemmed from at least two contributing reasons: 


1. The fact that future Presidents might be reluctant to 
name outstanding men to high posts of military command for fear 
that they would attract sufficient public attention later to unseat 


them. 


2. Knowledge that Republican campaign strategy may center 
around criticism of the manner in which President Roosevelt, .as 
Commander in Chief, directed the war, in the strategy of which 
Ike played as great a part as FDR.

Reformation, as 
Well as Punishment 


A letter, from a lady in Brookhaven: 

“Mr. Jones: Would you please answer through 
: the paper why paroles are granted to convicted 
murderers? I note in the courthouse news all parolees are Ne- 
groes, among whom are three murderers—one who was sentenced 
to 20 years and has only served about five. 

“Why go to the trouble of sentencing murderers and releasing 
them so soon? 

“A murderer should never be given freedom: let him pay by 
imprisonment for his crime. We have too much of such leniency 


in Atlanta... .” 


It seems to me the lady has forgotten one extremely important 
purpose of our prisons. She seems to believe the sole Yeason for 
a penal institution is punishment, to exact the revenge of society 
against those who have violated society’s laws. 

She overlooks the equally important function of reformation, 
the regeneration of the prisoner, the convicted individual. 

A prison system which seeks only to punish is a relic of the 
dark ages. 

Modern penology contemplates the cure of the prisoNer from 
the moral sickness which has made him a law transgressor. It seeks 
to make him fit to become an asset, instead of a liability, to his com- 
munity. When, in the opinion of a competent parole board a 
prisoner who has served the legal minimum portion of his sen- 
tence, has demonstrated by his behavior, by his character develop- 
ment, that he may be trusted to behave as a good citizen, it is but 
right he be given another chance to prove himself as a free man. 

: As a matter of simple fact, not all of those 
Not All Alike guilty of homicide, or murder, are equal in 
moral guilt. The man who, in momentary heat of passion, with- 
out forethought, kills another is not, morally, as vicious a crimi- 
nal as the one who plans his murder in advance and cold-bloodedly 
carries it out. 

Nor should the question of motive be overlooked. The degree 
of moral guilt largely depends upon the motive for the crime. 

Our courts and juries evep-take this into consideration. Wit- 
ness the well-known “unwritten law.” It is customary to find 
guiltles4 the man who kills the violator of his home. 

However, I will concede to the writer of the above letter there 
does seem, in some cases, to be an excess of leniency in the grant- 
ing of paroles. That may be attributed to the human fallibility 
of the responsible officials. A proper parole system, as outlined 
above, is a good and necessary thing. 

Only in extremely rare cases does justice demand that all hope 
be taken from any prisoner. Such harshness would be brutal and 
not consonant with intelligent civilization. 

I am not quite sure, but it is my understanding that, under 
Georgia law, a prisoner given a life sentence is eligible to apply 
for parole after he has served seven years.

Too Lenient:! too lightly upon Negro killers of other Negroes. 
I have heard many complaints on this point from the better class 
of Negroes themselves. 

_They say that the tendency of some prosecutors is too apt to 
be “oh, that’s just another Negro killing.” With the result the 
prosecution does not work very hard on the case, the killer fre- 
quently gets off with too light a sentence, in due course receives 
parole. The result, I have been told, is that some types of Negro 
hold life too cheaply; that homicide is too lightly regarded among 
such Negroes themselves. 

But I will never agree that all murderers, regardless of cir- 
cumstances of their crime, regardless of evidence of reform in 
prison, be denied all hope of ultimate restoration to freedom.

Ben Fortson 
Dodges a Fast One 


Secretary of State Ben W. Fortson, Jr., is po 
tentially the most powerful officer in State politt 
cal circles. He legally holds in his hands the fate 

of the Democratic and Republican Parties in this State, and any 
other political party. That is, Le has the legal authority to say who 
can and who can’t represent these parties. In event of a contest, 
he decides who goes on the ballot. It is amusing to see political 
groups putting out the word that “Fortson said this’ or “Fortson 
said that” in an effort to indicate that he Secreary of State is fav- 
oring this side or that. Some leaders of the Republican faction 
headed by Roy Foster, of Wadley, said Fortson recognizes this 
group as the legal Republican Party in Georgia. Fortson says it 
isn’t so. He says he hasn’t been called upon to decide anything yet. 

° The other Republican group, headed by Roscoe 
Not His Duty Tucker, of Dawsonville, tried to throw a fast 
ball to Fortson the other day: to get tentative recognition. It asked 
him as Secretary of State to supervise their Presidential preferential 
primary. Without showing his hand either way, Fortson told this 
group that it wasn’t the duty of the Secretary of State to conduct 
primaries for any political party—that, as a matter of fact, it would 


put him in a false position to try to run a primary and also the

In addition to being the State officer to determine contests be 
tween warring factions or individuals seeking to go on the general 
election ballot under certain .political labels, Fortson also has the 
power—in event of contest—to say whom the Republicans of Geor- 
gia can send to their national convention—or who any other political 
party except the Democratic Party can send to the national con- 
vention. The Legislature in 1946 passed a law authorizing the 
Secretary of State to determine contests for national convention 
delegates in political parties polling fewer than 150,000 votes in the 
past Presidential election. It is ridiculous to think, however, that 
the national Republican Party would have to abide by this State 
law and take the delegates certified by the Georgia Secretary of 
State if it didn’t want to do so. 


. The two Democratic factions also are ang! 
Other Misquotes ing for Fortson’s good favor in view of his 
powerful position. Talmadge leaders in Fulton County’s Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee are quoting Fortson as stating his “poll 
of County Democratic Executive Committees show Talmadge-recog- 
nized factions way out front.” Fortson declared he has not, and is 
not. conducting any poll. He says he doesnt’ know the feelings of 
the various County Democratic Committees on the Talmadge or 
Thompson State Committees. 

Fortson says he has merely obtained the names of members of 
the County Committees over the State. While he didn’t say so, he 
would be able to conduct a poll among these County Democratie 
officers late this year if it became necessary to do so. 

On the other side of the fence, a leader in the Thompson fac 
tion tried to tell the Secretary of State that he shouldn’t communtl- 
cate with the National Democratic Execuive Committee except 
through the Georgia Democratic Committeemen. Fortson declared 
the Secretary of State has the right to confer with any political 
party leader he desires without going through any channels.

As a matter of fact, he seems to be a little frightened of it 
He holds the potential power over all political parties in Georgia, 
and no one would question his integrity. 

Although the Democratic convention controlled by the late Gov, 
Eugene Talmadge passed a drastic “purging” resolution aimed di- 
rectly at Fortson during the Mankin-Davis congressional dispute, 
Fortsan has not retaliated, but talks in an unbiased manner in re 
ferring to the two factions led by Herman Talmadge and M. E

general election for all parties, he, of course, has no preferences.

NGLISHMEN can hardly believe 
E that Sir Arthur Oswald Hope 
of all people—is broke. 

Wasn’t he Lord of the King’s 
Treasury and Treasurer of the King’s 
Household for four years. And didn’t 
he handle the Royal pocketbook so 
thriftily that he was appointed Gov- 
ernor of Madras, at $40,- 

000 a year? 

But he’s broke, right 
enough, because Lon- 
don’s Bankruptcy Coeurt 
recently found that Sir 
Arthur has only a hand- 
ful of “very uncertain 
assets” with which to 
meet more than half a 
million dollars’ worth of 
debts. 

Sir Arthur’ received 
not a penny of salary as 
holder of the royal purse- 
strings, yet, strangely 
enough, those four years 
of payless paydays were 
not the cause of his fi 
nancial downfall. It was 
his reward, a $40,000-a- 
year job in India, that 
ruined him. 

As Lord of the Treas- 
ury, Sir Arthur had to 
be faultlessly dressed, as 
befitted a member of His 
Majesty’s household, but 


he already was in possession of the 
purple wardrobe. 

Though not yet Sir, he was Cap- 
tain, the Honourable Arthur, from 
serving 15 years as a Member of Par- 
liament and in the King’s Guards, 
and he was the son and heir of Lord 
Rankeillour. 

Though His Lordship was not not- 
ably wealthy, he wasn’t ranked 
among England’s penniless nobility. 
The family estate, Heron’s Ghyll, at 
Sussex, yields a substantial income. 
And what may be bad news to Sir 
Arthur’s creditors, it is incorporated 
under laws designed to prevent es- 
tates from being frittered away on 
wine, women and song--or ereditors, 
Though not obliged by law to give 
his son anything, Lord Rankeillour 
had transferred 49 per cent of the 
estate’s stock to him. ( 

The dividends from Heron’s Ghyll 
made it possible for the nobleman 
to live within his salary of nothing 
per eifht-hour day and nothing-and-a- 
half for overtime, feeding and cloth- 
ing himself and paying dues to his 
fashionable ‘clubs. 

As Lord of the King’s Treasury 
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Sir Arthur Hope. Soon Realized 
That on His Income as Governor 
of Madras He Couldn't Afford to 
Give a Penny to the Beggars at 


the Gates of His Palace. 


he had nothing to do with the Bri- 
tish National] Treasury, only of “look- 
ing after the King’s public expendi- 
tures.” He was a watchdog of the 
treasury whose signature was re. 
quired on every check but, since all 
such expenditures were decided by 
high dignitaries, he had no power to 
stop any of them, merely to protest. 
He was a dog who might bark tact- 
fully but not bite. He held this job 
two years. | 

In 1937 the Captain was made 
Treasurer of the King’s Household, 
equally payless and biteless, but a 
promotion because he supervised the 
running of Buckingham Palace which 
brought him closer to the Royal Fam 
ily; .* 

At the end of his second two years 
he was entitled to an honorable dis- 
charge and -a reward for faithful 
and payless—service. 

First came knighthood, a non-ne- 
gotiable title and therefore cashless, 
together with the real bonus-—ap- 
pointment to the governorship of 
Madras, India. This job paid $40,000 
a year, more than half the salary 
of the President of the United States, 


and a palace, huge expense accounts 
and various perquisites thrown in. 

It looked like easy money and 
might have been but for one~thing, 
the cardinal rule of all true British- 
ers. Sir Arthur’s aged father put it 
in five words when he said good-by: 

“Do what's expected of you.” 

When the new Governor reached 
his capital, the City of Madras, it 
seemed as if its entire population of 
650,000 had turned out to greet him, 
with such happy, expectant faces that 
he felt a chill of premonition. These 
welcomers expected a lat-—would it 
be more than he could deliver? One 
thing he knew, that he 
up to their expectations if it killed 


him; and kill him it did, financially 


and almost so, physically. 

The answer to, his question was 
not long in coming. The new Gov- 
ernor learned that previous incum- 
bents had been among the most lav- 
ish entertainers in all India, not only 
with banquets and gymkhanas at the 
palace but public feasts, parades and 
generous contributions to “the  bot- 
tomless pit of charity.” Each Gov- 
ernor had surpassed his predecessor 
and Sir Arthur was expected to top 
them all. 

The men who built up this tradi- 
tion had found salary and expense 
accounts a drop in the bucket of their 
extravagance but, being personages 
of vast wealth, they made up the 
difference out of their private purses. 

Sir “Arthur’s “purse” was so flat 
that he dared not merftion it even to 
his financial secretary, “who had

wealthy ways.” It was impossible 
for a man in his circumstances to 
carry*on; yet from the days of the 
Spanish Armada, England had carved 
and held her empire because English- 
men did the impossible. 

Yes, @éven the Armada had been 
defeated on a “shoestring.” With 
curious niggardliness, for her ruffled 
neck depended on the outcome, Queen 
Elizabeth sent her admirals out with 
just enough powder and shot for one 
full-dress battle. The victory was de- 
cisive but had the remnants of the 
Spanish fleet sought a second engage- 
ment, they would have found a foe 
without afnmunition. Fortunately, 
they did not try and an unseasonable 
storm finished the task. 

So Sir Arthur set his bulldog jaw 
to achieve the impossible on a $40,000 
shoestring. One temporary asset he 
did have: credit, due to the financial 
soundness of the multimillionaires 
who had previously occupied the Gov 
ernor’s throne. He was able to bor- 
row from wealthy friends, banks and 
other financial — institutions, even 
Lloyds of London, to ke®p up the 
hollow show, until about a-yvear ago 
when, at the end of his tether, he re 
signed, ruined financially physi 
cally, at the age of 50. 

By that time England was giving 
up India and he had maintained the 
prestige of British Raj, in his portion, 
to the bitter end.

ONNIE JOY BORIN Is only six 

now and there are lots of things 

that mystify her. But some day 
she'll be able to understand.

He then announced he 
would start for the west coast with 
a retinue of- doctors, lawyers, door- 
men, cab drivers, elevator men-—~-35 
in all—who would, he thought, testify 
Claire was an unfit mother. He 
could not carry out his plan. 

Eight months passed and then, 
dramatically, Claire returned of her 
own accord.

Tearful Bonnie Joy Borin Was the 
Center of a Free-for-All Fought 

by Her Mother and Father in the 
Corridors of a Chicago Court. 
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The Fabulously Rich Anita Baldwin Possessed Her 
Father's Flair for the Spectacular — Even Going 
Among the Indians to Learn Their Chants

I “LUCKY” BALDWIN, fabu- 
E lous figure of -ploneer Cali- 
e fornia, has been dead nearly+40 
. years but the luck that legend at. 
tached to his name hasn’t run out yet. 

When his’ daughter, Anita «M. 
Baldwin, died at 63 in 1939, her estate, 
inherited from the multimillionaire 
mining speculator and ranch owner, 
was appraised at $2,092,758. 

A routine accounting by the estate 
trustees, filed recenty in a Los Ap 
geles court, disclosed that the value 
of the Baldwin holdings has increased 
almost one and a half times since 
the heivess’ death. 

The figures spread before the 
court would have pleased the man 
who gambled recklessly in millions in 
the early days of the West. They 
showed an increase of $2,972,778 in 
the value of the properties that once 
bore his name. to bring the total to 
$5,065,536. 

This wasn’t the first time since 
the pioneer’s death that the Baldwin 
luck had held good. When he died, 
his estate, including 50,000 acres of 
land, was valued at $10,000,000. 

Four years elapsed before attor- 
neys and executors had the cumber- 
some probate proceedings in. shape 
to obtain court approval for final dis- 
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tribution, During that time the estate 
doubled in value. 

The property was divided between 
his two daughters, Clara Baldwin 
Stocker and Anita baldwin. Each re- 
ceived $10,000,000, the original value 
of the entire fortune. 

Mrs. Stocker died in 1929. Anita 
Baldwin’s name had been Mrs. Mc- 
ClAughry, that of her second husband, 
Perhaps with a prophetic sense of the 
Baldwin luck she resumed her maiden 
name after divorcing her husband. 

In many respects she lived up to 
the role that would be expected of 
the daughter of an illustrious father. 
Born in San Francisco, she was the 
only daughter of Baldwin by his third 
wife, Jane Virginia Dexter, who died 
when Anita was five years old. 

The attachment between her and 
her father became unusually close. 
Her first romance came early in life. 
She was only 15 when she married a 
second cousin, George W. Baldwin. 
Twin sons, born to the couple, lived 
only a few days and the match ended 
in divorce. 

Later she married Hull McClaugh- 
ry, a San Francisco attorney, who 


became the father of her.son, Baldwin 
M. Baldwin, and a daughter, now 
Mrs. Dextra Baldwin Derx, 

A patron of the arts, Anita Bald 
win became a musical composer. As 
a child she had wanted to be a con- 
cert pianist, but an accident to her 
wrists thwarted that ambition. 

Her work as a composer began in 
1894 with compositions based on 
Spanish,. Mexican, and Negro songs. 
In later life her interests turned to 
Oriental and American Indian music. 
For several years she spent consider- 
able time among the Indians to learn 
their tribal chants, 

After her father’s death at his 
Santa Anita ranch, Anita Baldwin 
closed the upper. floors of the sprawl.- 
ing ranch house, reduced the large 
staff of employes, and retired into 
the comparative seclusion of the first 
floor. 

Large “sections of the vast land 
holdings bequeathed by her father 
were sold. She embarked on philan- 
thropies on an open-handed scale, sup- 
porting hospitals and many humani- 
tarilan causes, 

Always a great lover of animals, 
she contributed generously to the ac- 
tivities of the California State Hu- 
mane Society and the Society for Pre- 
vention of Cruelty te Animals. 

The rambling acres at Santa Anita 
Rancho were’a haven for countless 
gor maintained by their mistress 

ath as pets and guards. 

} During World War I, Anita Bald- 
win’s finances were in a jumbled con- 
dition. As her father often had been 
she was land poor. But she gambled 
on the future and carried on her wel- 
faye work with borrowed money. 

Thoroughbred horses were given 
to the Army remount service. For this 
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and other patriotic efforts she was 
made an honorary colonel of the 
160th Infantry Regiment of the Cali- 
fornia National Guard, 

Many of her philanthropies were 
secret. Numerous private pensioners 
were carried on her payroll. 

With some of the fire that char- 
acterized ‘her parent’s§ spectacular 
career, she announced her intention 
of quitting the United State s during 
the depression of the early ‘30s. She 
vehemently declared she was going 
to sell all of her @xtensive properties 
and move to Canada. 

“I may come back if this country 
gets the cleaning it needs with a 
good stiff broom,” she said. “In spite 
of money paid in taxes for protection 
one must provide it for himself.” 

Anita Baldwin never carried out 
her plan to leave the country. 

Contributions of land for public 
use, including a valuable 40-acre tract 
in southwest Los Angeles for a public 
playground, combined with her phi- 
lanthropies to reduce the value of her 
estate to slightly more than $2,000,- 
000 when she died. 

But now the Baldwin luck is send. 
ing the family fortunes up again. 
©il flows from fields of derricks on 
hills where Lucky Baldwin's herds- 
men oncé grazed sheep. A surge of 
population has thrown acres of homes 
and stores over Baldwin land. Real 
estate values have risen sharply. 

The beneficiaries under Anita 
Baldwin’s will are her two children, 
but they will not receive the principal 
until 15 years after her death. That 
will be 1954. 

By that time their inheritance 
may have risen to a figure that would 
evoke the expression their famous 
grandfather frequently made when 
reverses and the years bore down 
upon him: 

“By gad, I’m not licked yet!”

ILO ABERCROMBIE arrived on the scene 

a bit too late to be a Flower of the Old 

South. But she brought up north to San 
Francisco all the physical attributes of the Old

Hers were the big languid blue eyes, the blond 
tresses, the fall mouth, given to pouting one mo- 
ment and smiling the next. And the provocative 
scent of magnolia bathed her clinging vine figure. 
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San Francisco society embraced her hungrily, 
along with her equally pretty sister Margaret, 
and both of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Gustave 
Abercrombie. 

Milo, who wasn’t nearly big enough to wear 
the full name of the original, the Venus de Milo, 
was installed as DebWante No. 1 in the days im- 
mediately preceding World War I, and after her 
father had died and her mother had married 
Attorney George McGowan.

announcement of the engagement and the wedding. 

It developed that the baron wasn’t an eligible 
bachelor after all. There was a wife in Germany, 
not completely divorced, and certain legal steps 
had to be taken. 

The baron whiled away the interim telling 
about his earlier career as a lieutenant in the 
Royal Saxon Cavalry and a Knight of the Teutonic 
Order, and describing their future home on the 
baronial estates at Blanckenburg, Germany. They 
would live there after Germany had disposed of 
her enemies.

Consul General, Franz Bopp, traveled from Wash- 


ington, D. C., to be the best man. 

The honeymoon was hardly over before Milo’s 
first idyllic romance was rudely interrupted. 
Agents of the United States Government snatched 
the baron from her arms. 

Baron George Wilhelm Hans von Brincken 
smiled politely as the charges were read: Espion- 
age and sabotage against the Allies, and the 
United States of America, then preparing to 
plunge into the European war. 

It was charged that he had acted as Pacific 
Coast paymaster for Franz von Papen, director 
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ef Germany’s far-flung spy and sabotage system. 

Milo was highly indignant and intensely loyal. 
She shook off the role of clinging vine and stood 
on her own tiny feet to fight for her man. 


To reporters she declaimed: ys 


“If my husband were plotting to break Amer- 
ican laws, why would he marry into this patriotic 
family of ours. I keep gaying to myself, right is 
might and I know that my husband is innocent of 
plotting these ugly things.” 

The baron, out on bail, bowed and kissed her 
hand. 

Milo’s faith was shaken somewhat when a jury 
found him guilty and the judge sentenced him to 
serve two years on McNeil Island and pay a fine 
of $10,000. The baron promptly appealed. During 
the long delays between appeals, he fathered two 
children, a boy and a girl, and they were a com. 
fort to Milo as the day arrived when, finally, their 
father had to go to prison, 

The prison barber had hardly finished giving 
him his first. prison haircut when Milo sued for 
divorce and made another declamation for the 
benefit of the reporters: 

“Marriage to me was the greatest, most sacred 
experience of a woman’s life. In the maelstrom 
of war that dashed many a human hope and many 
a life to pieces on the rocks of inhumanity, my 
romance was broken. It cannot be restored. I 
love my country more than my husband.” 

In Federal prison, the baron lost his polish and 
became very rough on receipt of the news. He 
wrote letters- to Milo, to all members of the 
family and to her attorney. Sans monocle and 
corset, he made his dramatic statement in the 
penitentiary’s visiting room. 

Said the man convicted of 
espionage: 

“IT have been true and faithful to her as few 
husbands are. She has acted under pressure. I 
am sure that local society plays a strong role in 
this drama. As to my being here-—it was orders 
that I could not dispute that forced me to play 
the role allotted to me in that conspiracy. I love 
this country.” 

He was released on Jan. 10, 1920, and hurried 
to San Francisco to do his pleading in person, 
but the baron was too late. Milo, divorced from 


sabotage and 


an enemy of her country, had married a man who 
had worn its uniform in the war—Lieut. Lyman 
K. Swenson, WU. S. Navy. 

The baron gnashed his gold-filled teeth and 
mourned—for all of two months. Then he mar- 
ried a Los Angeles divorcee, Ruth McConnell 
Swartz. He changed his name, deciding that the 
cognomen of “Roger Beckwith” was typically 
American, and settled down. 


Ki} SETTLED down too. deeply and too per- 

manently, Mrs. Ruth McConnell Beckwith de- 
cided when she divorced him after two years, 
declaring she was sick and -tired of supporting 
him in the manner befitting a baron. 

Meantime, Milo had two more children as 
Mrs. Swenson, which kept her so busy she didn’t 
have time to make a public statement until three 
years after the marriage. Then she went to the 
divorce courts again, and sighed: 

“I can go no further. Lieutenant Swenson has 
made life unbearable for me. There is nothing 
left for me in life except my children and to them 
my life is now dedicated. 


“The lieutenant has been so frightfully dom- 
ineering that I have scarcely been able to call 
my life my own. He has the old-fashioned idea 
that a woman should stay at home.” 

Thus the erstwhile clinging vine cast off her 
support and retired to comfort her sister Mar- 
garet, brooding over her first marriage to Sher- 
man O, Crawford, an interne at Marine hospital, 
who turned out to be already married. 

Milo saw her sister happily married again, to 
Chris Buckley Jr., son of the political boss, and 
then she heard news from Hollywood. 

Roger Beckwith, nee Baron George Wilhelm 
Hans von Brincken, divorced for chronic laziness, 
was working! Fox Studios was using him as a 
screen writer and director and paying him $1,200 
a month! 

Milo “got in touch” via her attorney. Did 
Roger, alias George Wilhelm Hans etc., remem- 
ber that he and Milo had a son, only 20 years 
of age, in need of support? Roger did, and a 
settlement was effected. 

It didn’t take Hollywood more than a couple 
of years to discover that the ex-baron couldn't 
write and couldn’t direct. 

Completely disillusioned as regards women 
and the world, he turned gardener and pottered 
around his Beverly Hills estate in blue jeans and 
a floppy hat, until he died a few months ago. 

Milo’s world became restricted and lonely. 
Her mother and her stepfather, George McGowan, 
had died. Her declaration that she was dedicat- 
ing her life to her children had a: hollow ring 
to it~-because she didn’t have all of her children. 

When she divorced Swenson, the court awarded 
him custody of the couple’s two children and the 
maternal heart of Milo yearned for them. 

While she was still in funds she sued for 
their custody, but Justice was blind to her charms, 
now matronly but still magnificent, and deaf 
to her pleading Southern drawl. . 

The cause became a crusade. Money that she 
could have spent on herself; thousands of dollars 
that would have insured her a life of ease, she 
diverted to lawyers’ fees and court costs. 


VY HEN the last of her money was gone, Milo 
was bewildered and knew not where to turn. 
The McGowan estate had vanished; so too had the 
gallants who had pledged their lives and their 
fortunes in her behalf—-before_she married the 
baron, and in turn, the navy lieutenant. 

After years of fighting her own battles, in 
the courts and out, Milo Abercrombie became, in 
her maturity, the clinging vine again, seeking the 
stalwart support of the protecting male. 

If she couldn’t have all her children, she, 
could at leaSt share her life with someone. 

As in the case of the baron, the first support, 
the “someone” turned out to have a title. 

He was the Marquis Pedro J. de Flores, and 
Milo. didn’t care if the ,.name didn’t sound as 
French as that owned by the average French 
Marquis. He ' was. suave and charming. 

They were married in Reno and lived happily 
—for five years. 

And then, suddenly, Pedro J. de Flores stermed 
into divorce court, the first of Milo’s husbands to 
take the initiative. 

He had been deceived! At the time he mar- 
ried her, he had no inkling of his wife’s “past,” 
the marquis said. His honor and that of his family 
was at stake. ‘Something must. be done. Milo 
sat by while he got his divorce. 

Milo Abercrombie, once toasted as “the most 
beautiful society girl in America,” was not 
through with romance. Last.June she went to 
Tijuana, Mexico, and married Lawrence L.. She!b~’. 

The marriage lasted two months and then Milo 
sued for annulment. She claimed that Shelby, 
husband No. 4, was already married at the time. 

Furthermore, she contended, he “was an ex- 
convict who served a sentence for forgery in 
Illinois, another sentence for bigamy in Nevada.” 
And, as a further cause for action, Milo claimed 
he had been arrested in Los Angeles tor inper- 
sonating a federal officer. 

Once again, Milo Abercrombie had failed in 
her search for happiness at the altar.

and Old Age

Nobel Prize Winner and Professor 
of Biochemistry, Cornell University 
LI. THE old quests of the 
philosophers - the secrets of 
youth and health pale today 
in the presence of biological scientists’ 
great aspiration. ‘The biologists dare 
to hope that through research some- 
day they will solve the mystery of 
life itself, 

They are working toward that 
goal through successive discoveries 
concerning infinitesimal bits of sub- 
stance in the human body. 

These bits are the enzymes (Pro- 
nounced en-zyme) in every body cell. 
They have no life of their own, 
but when they combine with 
other substances they 
chantige those substances in 
a way so phenomenal that 
they seem close to the very 
secret of the life process. 

Without enzymes, there Ae 
can be no life. Life is mere- } 
ly the action of one enzyme der? 
after another. They cause i4 
all the chemical changes in ; 
the living cells. Like archi- 
tects, they take over a crea- 
ture’s building materials. 

Their action the basis of 


growth, digestion, muscular Se 


contraction, conduction of | 
nerve impulses, the production of 
heat, and repair of hurt tissue 
makes the individual. 

The first objective, now, is to iso 
late one kind of enzyme after another 
and crystallize it. That is under way. 
In all, 35 have been identified. 

A step far in the future will be to 
make enzymes synthetically. By 
crystallizing the tiny, mysterious 
masters of man’s life, we now are 
much nearer to knowing what life is 
than we have ever been. 

We probably have found one of 
the most important keys to the even- 
tual conquest of disease, the aging 
process and many causes of death. 

In every living cell, there are 
hundreds of enzymes, They are com- 
plex organic substances which trans- 


form other substances without betng 
used up themselves. 

One enzyme, called invertase, can 
digest 1,000,000 times its weight in 
cane sugar. One ounce of- pepsin 
crystals can digest a ton and a half of 
boiled egg white in two hours. 

We know today that fermentation 


is usually brought about by the action’ 


of the enzymes present in living or- 
ganisms. For example, alcoholic 
fermentation is caused by enzymes in 
yeast cells. The breakdown of meat 
is caused by the action of enzymes 
present in various bacteria. 

In some instances it is easy now 
to obtain an enzyme in solution un- 
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Tiny Crystals May Be

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accompanied by any yeast cell- or 
bacterium. ‘Thus, the enzyme known 
as amylase occurs in the grains of 
wheat, rye, barley, as well as in the 
saliva of man, rats, pigs and other 
animals. 

The pepsin present in the gastric 
juice of mammals, birds and fishes 
digests meat. 

It was not until 1926 that enzymes 
were obtained in a state of purity. 
Before then, nobody knew what they 
were chemically. Some scientists had 
even suggested that they were prop- 
erties instead of material substances. 

In 1917, I started working with 
enzymes while an assistant professor

‘at the Cornell Medical School. I hoped 
to obtain one in pure isolated form. 
I decided to work with enzyme, urease. 

This particular enzyme occurs in 
a great many kinds of beans, and in 
about 200 species of bacteria, as well 
as in a number of the lower forms 
of animal life. 

Its action is to decompose urea, 
the mdost important nitrogenous 
waste product in mammals, into 
ammonium carbonate. Through this 
action, urea is converted into some- 
thing which can be used by plants. 

Jack beans are the richest source 
of this enzyme, and I used them in 
my experifments. My hope was high 


and I of course did not know that 
nine years of work would lie ahead 
before 1 could succeed. 

The beginning of the work was 


the grinding of beans to a fine flour. 
The objective was to extract the en- 
zyme with a solvent such as water, 
dilute alcohol, or dilute salt solutions, 

| found that water extracted so 
much protein that the solution was 
thick and almost impossible to filter 
free from the undissolved particles 
of meal. Dilute alcoho! proved to be 
a better solvent, since it dissolved 
most of the urease but did,.not dis- 
solve a large part of the protein. 
Consequently, the dilute alcohol solu- 
tions could be filtered clear. 

Later I found that if this alcohol 
solution was cooled to a temperature 
considerably below freezing, nearly 
all of the urease came out, along 
with a considerable amount of im- 
purities. ‘This constituted a consider- 
able advance. 

Finally, in April, 1926, I decided 
to extract urease from jack bean 
meal with 32 per cent acetone. Fear- 
ing that room temperature might 
have a destructive action on the 
urease, I placed the filtering mate- 
rial in an ice chest. 

The next morning an examination 
under a “microscope showed ‘up the 
presence of colorless, transparent, 
octagonal crystals. ‘There, in ‘pure 
crystalline form,*was enzyme urease. 

The goal I had set in 1917 had 
been reached. For the first time, a 
method had been developed to isolate 
an. enzyme in crystal! form. 

Next, I tested a solution of the 
crystals on urea and found it decom- 
posed urea at an extraordinmry rate. 
I reported this discovery ‘in the Jour- 
nal of Biological Chemistry. The re- 
port’ was ignored by most scientists. 

But there were some who believed 
as I did. In 1930, John H. ‘Northrop 
of the Rockefeller Institute at Piince- 
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ton, N. J., was able to isolate pepsin 
in crystalline form. Soon. afterward, 
Northrop and Kunitz obtained crystals 
of trypsin and a new enzyme, which 
was named chymotrypsin. Then others 
crystallized still more enzymes, until 
the present total, 35, Was reached. 

The ‘Nobel recognition came _ in 
1946. In November of that year a 
cable from Stockholm announced that 
one-half the Nobel prize in chemistry 
was to be awarded to me for crystal- 
lizing the first enzyme. Northrup 
and Stanley, who had crystallized a 
virus, were each to receive § one- 
quarter of the prize 

In recent years the field of enzyme 
research has been emphatically 
opened and much work is being car- 
ried on all over thé world. 

All the work that goes into it will 
be warranted by the goal. For the 
more we learn about these catalysts 
the more We shall know of living 
processes. When we know all there 
is to know of those substances, we 
should have at last the secret of life. 

The scientist is primarily inter- 
ested, net in producing “life in the 
test tube” but in preventing and fe- 
versing conditions which weaken and 
destroy life of man himself and of 
plants and animals. 

A South African explorer was at- 
tacked by a cobra, which sank its 
fangs into his flesh. The snake venom, 
reacting upon his enzymes, would 
have killed him speedily. Fortunately 
he possessed, and used promptly, an 
“anti-venom-enzyme” preparation. He 
survived. Enzyme research will cer- 
tainly help in the eventual cure of 
cancer, Virus and other diseases for 
which we have no specific remedy.

ELEN FOURNIER accepted the 
bm watch from the toastmaster 

and held it up for everyorie to 
see. Then she Yead the inscription 
on the back: 

“For Faithful and Devoted Service 
For a Quarter of a Century.” 

It was a magic moment for blond 
Mrs. Fournier. She had been with 
the Bristol (@onn.) Bank and Trust 
Company almost since her schooldays 
and officials of the bank had given 
a banquet in her honor at Bristol’s 
swank Chipanee Country Club. 

She was the chief savings teller 
then and one of the most trusted and 
able members of the bank’s staff. 

Now, only a little while after this 
shining testimonial, she’s in the Con- 
necticut State Prison for Women at 
Niantic—sentenced to three to eight 
years for stealing $132,000 from the 
bank. Investigators, adding interest, 
fix the figure at $155,731.56. 

By her own admission, the thefts 
were spread across the last 20 of her 
25 years in the teller’s cage. 

“She was,” said State’s Attorney 
Meade Alcorn, “one of the most bril- 
liant embezzlers in banking history.” 

Helen says that the source of all 
her trouble and the shame she has 
brought to her family is her own 
nature. She was a born gambler, al- 
ways ready to take a chance. 

Her classmates at Bristol High 
School remember her as a plump, 
pretty girl who used to bet her 
pennies on football and other games. 

At the bank, she first dipped into 
the money entrusted to her care to 
play the horses. Then it was the 
stock market and as her losses grew 
her unauthorized indebtedness _bal- 
looned into terrifying proportions. 

The fear of discovery became a 
haunting specter. She fretted in- 
terminably whenever she was away 
from the bank, for however short a 
period, and her vacations were night- 
mares of worry and anxiety. 

Helen, then Helen Reszenski, came 
to Bristol with her family in 1916 and 
graduated from high school in 1920. 
She is of Polish descent and her 
father ran a small store in town. 

She advanced rapidly at the bank. 
She was hard-working and pleasant 
and the Polish people of Bristol pre- 
ferred doing business with her. Mis- 
trustful of banks generally, they 
trusted her implicitly. 

By 1927, Helen had reached a posi 
tion of responsibility and then, one 
day, she played a “sure thing” at the 
race track. The horse lost and Helen, 
plunging heavily again, wound up 
owing the bookies $2,406. 

She remembered how her Pelish 
customers saved _ systematically, 
rarely ever withdrawing from their 
accounts, and paid her- losses with 
money belonging to one of them. 

She had found, as the State’s At- 
torney observed later, a defect in the 
bank’s procedure— and he called it 
unbelievable that it should remain 
undiscovered for so long. 

From 1927 on, whenever Helen 
withdrew money from a depositor’s 
account for her own use, she entered 
the amount on the customer’s card, 
and hid the card in the “dead’”’ file. 

This file contained some _ 12,009 
cards that were filled with entries and 
was rarely looked into. 

When a depositor whose card had 
been hidden (and account looted) 
appeared at her window, Helen took 
his card from its hiding place and 
made the proper entry on it.

Her 


system was foolproof so long as she 
handled all her customers herself. The 
end came one day when she didn’t. 

Meanwhile, the shortage in her ac- 
counts had swollen beyond all hope of 
restitution. When she found she 
couldn’t beat the races, she turned to 
the stock market. 

She lost heavily in.the 1929 crash 
and again in 1933. She took a trial) 
balance after that and was appalled 
to find she was $85,000 short. 

Helen’s father, who died long be- 
fore her arrest, ran into hard times 


after 1929 and she gave him $13,000. 


She lent her brother $14,000. 

The brother later told the court 
that the family believed she had made 
a small fortune in the market. 

In 1931, Helen married Augustus 
J. Fournier, a foreman at a factory 
in Bristol. He, like the rest of the 
family, was shocked when his wife 
admitted her long-term thefts. 

Other beyond-her-income expendi- 
tures by Helen included a dress shop 
that cost her $12,000 and _ failed 
and a $7,800 beach cottage. 

She was at this cottage, on vaca- 
tion, when a tailor deposited $500 at 
the bank. A teller, filling in for her, 
couldn’t find his card. There was a 
search lasting several days before it 
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“For Faithful and Devoted Service," the 
‘Toastmaster Said in Presenting the 
Testimonial to the Blond Bank Teller. 


was discovered in the “dead’’ file. 

It showed a balance of $7,544.42 
that had not been included in the 
bank’s last bookkeeping balance. 

Helen.was ordered back from her 
vacation and investigations were 
started by the State’s Attorney, the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion, the State Banking Department 
and the bank’s bonding company. 

Helen, returning home, admitted 
her guilt to Bank President Charles 
T. Treadway, Jr., and was arrested. 
When the case was called for trial, 
she had managed to raise and restore 
more than $70,000 to the bank. 

In court, defense counsel said she 
had wanted to confess many times 
through the years, but had always 
been held back by her family’s faith 
—and pride—in her. 

At last the trial was over-——and 
Helen Fournier’s 25 years of “faith- 
ful and devoted service” had reached 
a bitter, and inevitable, end.

WO grade school youths--a rough, tough 
bully and a quiet, industrious newspaper 
hboy—-met by chance last fall on a street cor- 
ner near Humboldt Park in Chicago. The news- 
paper boy listened. ‘lhe bully spoke of murder. 

“IT put Lonnie in the woods,” he said. “Don't 
tell any one.” 

The words, as sharp-faced Howard Lang spoke 
them, had such. terrible significance that his 
younger companion, Harold Kraft, tow-headed 
and sturdy, didn’t believe them. 

le thought that Lang, following some faulty 
reasoning, had concluded it would be smart to 
boast he was wesponsible for the disappearance of 
a schoolmate, seven-year-old Lonnie Fellick. 

Eight days later, a mailman, walking on his 
day off in Thatcher Woods, came to a shallow 
ravine, and there, partly hidden by beech and 
oak leaves, he found Lonnie Fellick’s stabbed 
and crushed body. 

It was news for the city. The police for 
two weeks had been baffled by the little boy’s 
disappearance. It was news which Harold Kraft 
spread along his route as he delivered afternoon 
editions of the Herald-American. Illustrated by PAUL RADER 


Also it was news which hit Harold hard. Per- 
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haps, after all, Lang, the leader of the toughs 
in his neighborhood, had actually disclosed a 
fearful, pertinent secret. Perhaps Lang really. 
had, as he said, “put” Lonnie in thetwoods, with 
stab wounds in the back and chest, and his head 
crushed, 

The police didn’t know who killed Llsonnie. 
No one, officially, had known Lonnie had been 
killed until the mailman, Theodore C. Karr, had 
seen the slain child among the leaves in the 
Thatcher Woods, 100 feet south of Chicago Avenue 
and three blocks east of First Avenue, Maywood, 
on Chicago's western outskirts.

He didn’t have a merely “fair” and not an 
“unsatisfactory.” 

“He has developed his capabilities,’’ Miss Clin- 
nin said.

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his capabilities, she added, and has been two

Another newspaper boy who has developed 
his capabilities and been able to meet a crisis 
is 15-year-old Al Heck, of Washington, D.C.

a permanent scar.” x 

Thirty-year-old Clover Taylor, a 
bride of one year, smiles radiantly 
whenever she voices that bit of phi- 
losophy to friends and neighbors in 
Roseburg, Oregon. 

Every day as she works among 


the flowers in her garden, prepares*® 


meals in her tidy kitchen, or writes 
another episode in her book, “Story 
of My Life,” this remarkable young 
woman, who for 10 years has had no 
legs—-except artificial ones—.and only 
one arm, proves the truth of that 
statement. % 5 

During those years she has neither 
needed -nor accepted sympathy, 
though heartbroken friends and rela- 
tives were prepared to do anything 
in their power to help the lifetoving 
20-year-old Huntington, California, 
girl who was so severely and tragi- 
cally injured when hurled under the 
wheels of a speeding train. 

Clover Kerr (her maiden name) 
was returning home from a dance 
with her friend, Harvey Legg, on the 
morning of March 3, 1937. Harvey 
had celebrated his 21st birthday and 
drinks had been served at the party, 
though Clover said later that he 
wasn't intoxicated. 

As they raced along the highway 
near the railroad track another car 
suddenly appeared. Harvey swerved 
to the side but the two cars locked 
bumpers and together plunged 
against the side of a fast-moving 
freight train. 

Neither driver was hurt, but 
Clover was dragged 100 feet under the 
grinding wheels before she fell clear, 
beside the tracks. 

Miraculously she was. still alive. 

There were many long days in 
the hospital. After the amputation 
of hopelessly crushed limbs, she re- 
ceived many blood transfusions, while 
her life hung precariously in the 
balance. 


“No Tragedy in Your 
Life Can Leave a 
Permanent Scar,’ Is 
the Philosophy of 
Clover Kerr, 


How her parents dreaded that 
moment of realization when she final- 
ly would know that she faced a life- 
time of being a cripple. 

Clover didn't whimper, or cry out 
against fate when she heard the news. 

“If you can take it, I can,” were 
the first words she spoke to her 

ther, and she later explained that 
those words weren't even hard to say. 

“You see I had decided that the 
tragedy was meant to happen to me 
instead of to someone who eouldn’t 
take it. All 1 wanted to do, as soon 
as I was well enough, was to go 
ahead and work out my own life on 
merit.” 

That is just what Clover has been 
doing ever since. 

First there was a radio program 
called “The Bridge Builder,” designed 
to encourage others who, like Clover, 
had suffered what the world is so 
prone to call a handicap. The vi- 
vacious young woman wrote her own 
script and the broadcast was made 
from her desk in her own home. 

When Christmas came 1,200 crip- 
pled and underprivileged children 
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OVER KERR 


were invited to a tremendous party 
where a gay spirit was al! that 
counted, and possession of a whole 
and healthy body might have made 
one feel an outsider. 

Of the 10,000 letters Clover got 
that holiday season, all thanking her 
for personal encouragement, two és. 
pecially made her realize that already 
her tragedyewas turning into a bless. 
ing’ for others. 

Those two letters were from per- 
sons who had contemplated suicide, 
but hearing her story they had found 
new courage to live. 

Until Clover got her artificial 
legs, life was necessarily rather sed- 
entary, but it was never dull. She 
continued to play the piano and play 
it well with only one hand. She 
learned to operate a typewriter, part- 
ly by the touch system and partly 
by the hunt-and-peck method, and 
achieved a speed of more than 70 
words a minute.

“Both Doctor and Mrs. Brinkley are by nature 
kindly. They are friendly and sympathetic. ‘If 
Minnie Brinkley lived near you she would share 
with you the nicest roasting ears from her garden. 

“She would run over to your house on Sunday 
with a big pail of home-made ice cream that she 
thought was especially good.” 

In those days, in that greenest of charlatans’ 
pastures, Doctor’s evening broadcast, inviting all 
America to visit him, was preceded by a novelty 
as unique as his own performance, if in a minor 
way. It was the half-hour program of a blond 
uplifter named Rose Dawn, who for the modest 
fee of $1 offered to pray for any radio listener 
and forward a book called The Miracle Power. 

It was said the book could “turn your poverty 
into gold” and “make your personality open like 
a flower in the warm sunshine.” 

After such eloquence, Doctor's voice, follow-

ing Miss Dawn’s, brought audiences sharply back 
to a workaday world. ' 

“You people who are all the time grunting and 
groaning, never fit for anything, you are entirely 
to blame for your condition, whether it be finan- 
cia, or as to health. You have probably used poor 
juc7ment.” 3 

Vo all who needed medical advice, he issued 
an invitation. 

“Every woman and every man should have 
themselves examined every six months and thus 
avoid some serious ailment. We chargg $25 for 
a complete exdmination, including blood test, and 
you can not get a better examination anywhere. 
Write for the little red booklet and the story, 
‘Paw and Maw,’ sending 25 cents for the cost 
of these booklets.” 


HE $750 “compound operation,” however, was 

the money maker. Having given up goat gland 
transplants, the Doctor turned to a simple surgical 
technique’ based on research by the Austrian re- 
juvenator, Steinach. Most experts are convinced 
that the apparent success of the operation in a 
few cases in which elderly men claimed renewed 
vitality was due to the power of supgestion. 

Besides this service, there were sidelines. 
Wives who accompanied husbands could have,ex- 
aminations of their. own for $50. «Pills for re- 
lieving acid stomach were $5 a hundred; six ounces 
of laxative came to $3. Business. boomed. 

At the peak of the boom, the Texas State 
Board of Medical Examiners grew restive. Doctor 
decided to double up on his Del Rio hospita]. He 
set up his medical establishment at Little Rock, 
Ark., and there he opened a 40-bed hospital for 
operating and a 60-bed hospital, converted from a 
country club, for convalescents, 

The country club layout he called “The Most 
Beautiful Hospital in the World,” and this was 
not a great exaggeration. A vast stone structure 
fronting on a 100-acre lake, in the midst of 360 
acres of grounds, it was built by a Little Rock 
fraternal order in better times. The Doctor 
brought to it good times of his own. 

By private plane—with pilot and co-pilot—he 
commuted to Del Rio, and he kept up his broad- 
casts from “The Sunshine Station Between the 
Nations”; they differed from the earlier ones 
only because they invited the downhearted to 
come to Little Rock instead of Del Rio. 

It took a staff of 35 then to handle 2,000 daily 
letters... Doctor brought in a group of medical 
assistants. His Romulus Drug Store sold his 
special remedies.

It seemed that nothing could blight this ven- 
ture into the field of big busin@ss. No one. .:c.ud- 
ing Doctor, saw the shadows that were gainering. 

The Doctor, from his youth, was never one to 
worry about shadows ahead. 

He came up into medicine, from his North 
Carolina barefoot boyhood, by way of a diploma 
from a Kansas City “edlectic’” medical school, on 
which was shut by a subsequent “diploma mill” 
scandal. The “eclectic” theorizers leaned toward 
herb healing and patients’ hope. But wocior 
wanted to get along in a bank-account way. 

Herb healing was no stepping stone. So pres- 
ently with a partner he opened up in Greenville, 
S. C., beneath a sign that said “Greenville Electro 
Medic Specialists.” He and his partner had $10. 
They got credit at a drug store and at a supply 
house. The landlord trusted them for rent. g 

Salvarsan and neosalvarsan—‘606” and “914” 
—were coming in then, and word went out that 
the itinerants had these remedies of social dis- 
ease ready for injection at $25. 

They did not have those remedies ready, Doc- 
tor’s partner later confessed. They had colored 
water. They injected that. They did not do well, 
The partner went on, to end in a penitentiary tor 
robbery with firearms. Doctor went on, to be- 
come a country pfactitioner in Milfovd, Kan. 

He stayed there from 1917 to 1933, and the 
state liked him so well that he twice ran for 
governor. 


ACH time he almost won, and in the second try 

it was rumored he carried three counties in 
Oklahoma, where he was not even a candidate. 

Meanwhile he built a big hospital in “ ilford, 
set up a baseball team christened the brinkley 
Goats, and began to capitalize on his goat gland 
transplant. 

The idea for -the transplant apparently came 
to him by chance. 

“A man came to me one day and we got to 
talking about why couldn't we take the glands 
out of an animal and put them into a man,” he 
once explained. “I told him it was biologically 
impossible, but he said go ahead and do it to him. 

“He furnished the animal and I transplanted 
some glands into him. The results were’ amazing 
to me. He said he had been an old man for 16 
years, and a year Jater I delivered his wife of a 
fine baby boy.” 

With stories such as that to tell, he, was en- 
couraged to pat his voice on the air and he gota 
license to broadcast. With music, he mingled 
praise for the goat gland transplant, and advice. 


“Here is an inquiry from Dresden, Kan. It 
is signed, Sunflower Staté. Probably he has gall 
stones. No, I mean kidney stones. 

“My advice to you is to put him on Prescrip- 
tion No. 80 and No. 50 for men, also No, 64. 
(These were on sale in drug stores where his 
nostrums went by numbers). I think he will be 
a whole lot better. Also drink a lot of water.” 

He never saw the patient, of course; his pre- 
scriptions were useless in a grave disease. 

The American Medical Association began to 
tell the story of his lack of education. The Kansas 
State Board of Medical Examiners revoked his 
license to practice. California indicted him for 
practicing’ without a license. The Radio Commis- 
sion refused to renew his broadcasting license 
and the Federal courts upheld the decision. 


FyOCTOR did not mind greatly. He always hada 
rugged resilience. He went bag and baggage 
down to Del Rio. 

There he moved finally into the inevitable 
Greek tragedy of his last days. 

He sued the American Medical AsSociation 
and its editor, Dr. Morris Fishbein, for denounc- 
ing him as a charlatan, and lost, and he lost on 
appeal. His business began to fall below ex- 
penses. Creditors crowded him. 

Only a year after the pinnacle of his success, 
he faced claims of $1,600,000 in Federal Court, 
and filed a bankruptcy statement listing $46,845 
in personal property, six horses, 90 cattle, one 
cow. Six geese, two guinea hens, 40 ducks, 50 
chickens and 20 turkeys, all of which were resi- 
dent not in Del Rio but in East La Porte, N. C. 

Malpractice suits had ruined him, his lawyers 
said. His hospitals were gone. His yachts were 
gone. ‘The Federal Government said he owed 
$113,000 in income taxes. Judgments against him 
mounted beyond $1,000,000, 

He kept on fighting. But now it was only 
feeble shadow-boxing. He opened a school for 
teaching airplane mechanics in Kansas City. Bank- 
ruptcy engulfed it. 

His heart began to disturb him. A piece of 
the heart’s tissue broke away and blocked a 
blood vessel in one of his legs. The leg had to 
be amputated, 

One-legged, ruined, exiled from the business 
world he once had so brashly invaded, he fel the 
darkness deepening. In May, 1942, it closed in.

THE MIGHTY MITE-

AUGHT in a driving raimstorm 
and still wearing his dark blue 


overcoat, Francis Albertanti 
might weigh 120 pounds; all of it 
evenly distributed on his frame, which 
measures 5 feet in height. 

Yet he has made a living, a very 
comfortable living, for the past 30 
years by challenging heavyweigat 
boxing champions to “come out and 
fight, you bum!” 

Strangely enough, they like him 
for it and ‘why shouldn’t they? He 
has made fortunes for the title hoid- 
ers by exploiting the challengers; by 
insuring a capacity attendance at 
championship fights. 

“All I do,” Albertanti explains, “is 
build up the challengers so champions 
can knock ’em down—sometimes.” 

He does it with.a typewriter and 
a mimeograph machine in his official 
capacity as publicity man. He will 
have no truck with champions on the 
theory that they don’t need publicity, 
or money. The man who attempts to 
knock the crown off the champ’s cor- 
rugated brow needs both. 

Francis Albertanti, the Mighty 
Mite, was born on New York’s lower 
East Side some 58 years ago and he 
used to say Hello to Al Smith and 


Big Tim Sullivan, the political boss. 


Albertantk admits he wasted much 
of his youth and didn’t get serious 
about the writing profession until he 
was 12 years old. That’s when he be- 
came a copy boy on the old New York 
Morning Telegraph, He was sports 
editor of the Mail when he was 21. 

While he was a copy boy, Alber- 
tanti took on the task of publicizing 
a fight between two heavyweights on 
the Catherine Street pier, without 
benefit of the boxing commission.

Told Walcott Before 


He Makes Them Fight 


Just as the two battlers squared off, 
a policeman stepped between them. 
tingsiders threw the cop into the 
East River. Thomas Aloysius Dorgan, 
or TAD, the famous cartoonist for 
the Hearst papers, jumped in and 
fished him out. Wet but determined, 
the policeman haited the fight and 
Albertanti was out the $10 wages he 
had been promised. ; 

The 120-pound Albertanti started 
his feud with Gene Tunney, the 
heavyweight champion, back in 1922 
at Red Bank, N. J., where Tunney 
was getting ready to meet the fero- 
cious Harry Greb. Unlike most 
fighters, Tunney liked to read the 
publicity manufactured about himself. 
One day he looked over Albertanti’s 
mimeographed output and said: 

“Young man, you show promise. 
You are a writer.” 

Citizens of Red Bank were startled 
that “night when Albertanti did a 
one-man snake dance down Monmouth 
street, chanting: 

“IT am now a writer. The great 
literary gent, Tunney, told me so!” 

several years later when Tunney 
the champion, and Jack 
from whom he had lifted the title, 
met in a return match at Chicago, 
Albertanti did the publicity for the 
fight. He bet, wisely enough, on 
Tunney, but his feelings for the un 
derdog came to the front in the 
seventh round when Dempsey had the 
champion on the floor for the famous 


Dempsey, 


“long count.” Albertanti hammered 
the ring apron with his tiny fists and 
yelled, in a surprisingly big voice: 

“Kill the bum, Jack!” 

Tunney glared from his sitting 
position, got up and went on to win. 

Jim Braddock was one of the “un- 
derdogs” Albertanti brought home. 

“IT was up with Jim at his training 
camp at Loch Sheldrake in the Cats- 
kills, and | want him to win the title 
from Max Baer. But everybody, in- 
cluding Jim, figures Braddock does 
not have a chance. : 

“The more I talkéd with Braddock, 
and watched him work, the more I 
was convinced he could win if he be- 
lieved he could. See what I mean? 

“Here he was, never a great fight- 
er; on relief, practically, and with a 
family. 

“He figured that he -was lucky 
just to get a shot at the title and pick 
up enough money, as the loser, to 
take care of his folks for a few years. 
But I’m more ambitious.” 

So Albertanti launched his cam- 
paign. He wrote 18 pages about Jim 
raddock, “the new heavyweight 
champion of the world,” and sent the 
copy to the late James Joy Johnston, 
the promoter, ordering 40 copies. 

“You're nuts, Francis,” Johnston 
said. “Who's going to read it?” 

Nobody read it-—-until late in the 
evening of June 12, 1935, and then 
the sports writers were going through 
the wastebaskets, looking for -the

copies they discarded before the fight. 

One afternoon at the training 
camp, Albertanti turned his back On 
challenger Braddock and reached for 
the telephone. 

He called a New York number—at 
least he acted like he was calling New 
York—-and started talking as follows: 

“What's the price on Braddock 
against faer, now? Eight to one? 
bet me a thousand on Braddock.” 

After he hung up the _ receiver, 
Braddock stood up and shuffled his 
feet. He cleared his throat. He said: 

“Francis, do you honestly think—” 

The Mighty Mite drew up. 

“Do I think What?” he 
“Do I think you'll win? Sure, you’ll 
win! You'll kill the big bum!” 

It was the only heavyweight title 
fight since 1910 that Albertanti 
missed seeing. He hid in Braddock’s 
dressing room, fearing the worst, 
while the Cinderella Man walked off 
with the championship, 

Last fall, using his typewriter and 
mimeograph machine, he “built up” 
Jersey. Joe Walcott, father of six chil- 
dren, to the point where Walcott 
floored Champion Joe Louis twice 
and won the decision in the minds of 
most ringsiders, although officials 
voted for’ Louis, 2 to 1. Walcott was 
a 15 to 1 long shot in the betting. 

“The long shots win oftener than 
the favorites,” Mighty Mite Albert- 
anti explained. ‘‘Look at horse racing. ~ 
Look at David and Goliath. Of course, 
David had a slingshot, but as long as 
I've got my typewriter—”

Despite Mrs. Rogers’ uneasy, half-spoken ob- 
jections, Cora Belle gave Perry $500, disposed of 
her furniture, dismantled her apartment, packed 
all her belongings in suitcases, and then married 
Perry on June 13.

ate the police of Illinois and Wisconsin, with 
whom Mrs. Rogers quickly got in_ touch, 
couldn’t see much to get excited about. 

Cora Belle, they felt, would contact her friends 
in Chicago again in her own good time. 

In those days of liquor wars and gang willings, 
no doubt the police reasoned that they had enough 
to do without looking for a vanished bride. 


However, the authorities would certainly have 
shown interest had they known the following 
facts: Five days after the wedding, Perry and Cora 
3elle headed for a tourist resort in northern Wis- 
consin he had previously visited—-and not alone, 
The resort was in the Lac du Flambeau Indian 
reservation, and was operated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Houston W. Parker. \ 

When they arrived on June 22, Mrs. Parker ob- 
served that Cora Belle was not the same woman 
who was his companion the year before. She 
asked him if this was ‘“‘the wife from Milwaukee” 
and he replied, “No, I divorced her in Mexico.” 

Mrs. Parker accompanied the newlyweds on 
various trips, once to Copper Falls, again on a 
shopping jaunt to Minocqua, and on other drives. 


COMe the evening, Perry would sit on the porch 
with Cora Belle, and sing to her and tell stories. 
Mrs. Parker knew him to be an extremely enter- 
taining conversationalist. 

Sometimes they went dancing, other times they 
took long walks in the woods. 

On the walks, Perry carried a .22 rifle, bor- 
rowed from Parker. 

“IT hope to knock off some furry animal, and 
have a muff made fer Cora Belle,” he explained. 

On Sunday morning, July 6, the new!yweds 
went off in the car. Three hours later, Perry re- 
turned alone. He informed the Pa®€ers that he and 
Mrs. Perry were leaving. They had met friends in 
Minocqua. Cora remained with the friends while 
he returned to settle accounts. and pack. 

Perry packed very hurriedly. He stuffed his 
wife’s things into the suitcases any which way. 


Just before he drove away, he reii' »ed the 
rifle to his host. “A good gun,” he } ed. 
However, it appeared he had shot no animal. 
* * ; 


As related, the police exhibited only a casual 
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interest in the whereabouts of Cora Belle. But 
they showed keen interest in the whereabouts of 
George Perry after Oct. 6. 

That was the day an Indian trapper found Cora 
Belle’s body in a sHallow grave near the Parker 
place. She had been shot in the back of the head. 

Sheriff G. L. Carter of Vilas County, Wis., had 
posters prepared which read: 


WANTED FOR MURDER 
$500 REWARD 

Arrest GEORGE W. PERRY, alias Jiggs 
Perry, 39 years, 5 ft. 6 in., 165 Ibs., stout build, 
smooth ‘face, brown hair turning pray, partly 
bald on top, ‘cataract in right eye, two gold 
teeth in upper front jaw, smooth shaven, 
heavy growth of black hair on body, excep. 
tional muscular deVelopment, small hands and 
feet; ordinarily is a good dresser and usually 
wears a cap; pleasing, well-mannered person- 
ality. Wanted for the murder of Mrs. Cora 
Belle Hackett, July 6, 1930, at Lac du Flam.- 
beau, Vilas County,. Wis. 


To the left of the suspect’s description were 
two photos, one showing him wearing a cap, the 
other bare-headed; and samples of his signature. 


ERRY’'S background, as gathered by the police, 

was as follows: 

He was born in Milwaukee and spent most of 
his adult years as a railroad brakeman. He mar. 
ried Mary Nickels, a factory worker, and they had 


‘three children. 


* After an accident destroyed the sight of one 
eye, he became a railroad detective. He delighted 
im romantic fantasies, often speaking of rich rela 
tives in glamorous regions. ° 

Early in 1929, he began receiving numerous 
letters in feminine handwriting. When his wife 
became curious, he warned her, on pain of death, 
never to.open any of his mail. 

She obeyed, but later on, after he deserted her, 
she opened a trunk and found more than 500 let- 
ters, most of them with photo attached. 

Perry had been investing in matrimonial ads. 

In June, 1929, he and Mary drove to the Parker 
resort for a vacation. In August, after their re- 
turn to Milwaukee, he left home, saying he 
planned to look for some sort of decent job. 

In the ensuing months, he married and de- 
frauded Elizabeth Morrison of Harrisburg, III.; 
married Kathryn Gebhardt and married and mur- 
dered Cora Belle Hackett. 

Within a month of the murder, he made the 
acquaintance of Lida Downey in FE] Dorado, IIL, 
and after the usual brief but effective courtship, 


married her at Carmi, Ill., on Aug. 16. 

With this fresh helpmate, he drove to St. Louis, 
and within the next two months acquired two 
more brides. 

These ‘additional brides: were Miss Dorothy 
Davis, a 21-year-old brunette whom he met in 
Blytheville, Ark., and Mrs. Harriett Milligan of 
Belleville, Il. He got $150 from Miss Davis in the 
form of a loan, leaving the tan sedan as security. 

He never redeemed the car because it was In 
Blytheville and he was in St. Louis when Cora 
Belle’s body was found. 

Coincidentally, the discovery at Lac du Flam.- 
beau occurred on the same day, Oct. 6, that he 
married Mrs. Milligan. 

Some months passed without development. 

Then, on May 19, 1931, Inspector James E. 
Johnson of the San Francisco police department, 
picked up a detective magazine and began brows- 
ing through its pages. He encountered a reproduc 
tion of the poster: Sheriff Carter had broadcast. 
Then he sought out Inspector Richard Hughes. 

“This guy Perry. looks like that fellow we had 
in here a few weeks. ago as a witness in an auto 
accident. Remember?’ 


J UGHES remembered -and agreed. 

(Police officers had missed Perry by a matter 
of minutes in St. Louis. However, they found Mrs. 
Downey and Mrs. Milligan, and in his hotel room 
they found a letter which led them to Dorothy 
Davis and Cora Belle Hackett’s car. 

They also turned up a woman living in Uni- 
versity City, Mo., who identified a picture of Perry 
as a man who had proposed marriage to her and 


was to return that day for her answer. 

With the discovery of the body, Perry had fled 
west, dropping the name he had used in seven 
marriage ceremonies. He had used the new name 
in taking his eighth bride, a black-haired Spanish 
woman named Louise Guiterriez.) 

“My name is Moran, not Perry,” asserted the 
suspect, who seemed to answer every detail of 
Sheriff Carter’s description, including his well- 
mannered personality. “I have never been in Wis- 
consin, and I most certainly never killed anybody.” 


UT, though he sounded convincing, the San 

Kranciseco authorities held him in custody, 

Presently Sheriff Carter’s successor, ‘Tom Me- 
G;regor arrived, accompanied by Houston W. 
Parker. 

“Hello, Mr. Perry!” Parker grected 

“Okay,” the prisoner told McGregor. “Im your 
man. I married Mrs. Hackett, but there is om 
thing I wish to add. I didn’t kill her.”

He was tried at Eagle River, Wis. Circuit Judge 
C. M. Davison’s courtroom became a magnet tor 
vacationists. 

Perry vot lots of attention, and he delighted in 
it. While the state piled up an impressive case 
against him, he continued to beam on the crowd. 

On the witness stand, he told this story: 

Pretending to Cora Belle that he expected to 
reccive a sum of money from a wealthy aunt, he 
went with her on the morning of July 6 to the 
telegraph office in Minocqua and asked if the 
money had arrived. 

When he was told it hadn’t, Cora Belle ac- 
cused him of having no rich aunt. 

At this juncture, a couple with whom Cora 
had been well acquainted entered the picture. 

Their names? Er -as a matter of fact, he 
couldn’t remember their names. 

However, she announced her determination to 
leave him, and this couple had agreed to drive her 
back to Chicago. 

He testified: 

“Cora turned to me and said, ‘I want to ask 
you one question. Have you an aunt?’ | said I 
hadn’t. I also told her that I was married to Geb 
in Cleveland. 2 

“Then.Cora told me that there was nothing 
for her to do but leave me. She suggested that I 
return to the Parkers and pack up. She refused to 
go with me, saying that she preferred to remain 
in Minocqua with her friends.” 

He testified that he saw Cora again in Minoc- 
qua, where she said to him: 

“T’m in an awful jam. Here you are married 
and have a wife, and I’m married and haven't got 


a husband. I'll forgive you because I think it’s as 
much my fault.” 

After that, he conginued, she took two pieces 
of baggage, but told him to Keep the car and give 
the rest of her clothes to Geb in Cleveland. 

“She started out of the car,” he related. “I 
asked her for a kiss. She said it wouldn't be right, 
r liked Cora Belle, so I begged her for a kiss. F1- 
nally she agreed and we kissed. 

“IT never saw her again.” 


gE REBUTTAL, the state called Mrs. Michael 
Dever, wife of a retired Chicago police sergeant, 
who testified that on the morning of July 6th she 
saw Perry, rifle in hand, near the spot where the 
body was subsequently found. 

The state also called employes of the Minocqua 
telegraph office, among others, to testify that 
they had seen neither Cora Belle nor Perry on that 
fateful Sunday morning. 

In his closing address to the jury, Prosecutor 
O’Melia branded Perry as “a monumental liar.” 

He called Perry’s defense a fairy story. Ile as- 
serted that the ‘friends Cora allegedly met In 
Minocqua “existed no more than his rich aunt and 
wealthy mother, the mythical creatures he em- 
ployed in wooing his wives.” 

The jury took the case late the afternoon of 
July 31. The verdict, quickly agreed upon, was 
“suilty as charged.” 

Judge Davison sentenced him to Wisconsin's 
extreme penalty: life imprisonment.

Split Ends 


PLIT hair ends are often 

caused by wetting the 
hair and putting it up in 
pin-cur}s nightly. But this 
need not be if you'll do it 
correctly. 

One beauty house sug- 
gests that you do not wash 
the hair too often, for fear 
of destroying its natural 
oils. They suggest, instead, 
that you use a lotion for 
cleaning between = sham- 
poos, applying the lotion to 
the scalp nightly and brush- 
ing it through the hair with 
upward strokes. The hair 
and scalp are Kept clean this 
way, making it unnecessary 
to shampoo as oftem 

For one thing, don’t wet 
the hair every night in or- 
der to put it up. Brush it 
thoroughly first. Then go 
into your bathroom, close 
the door and let the water 
for your bath run.

Dyeing Tips 

OLLOW directions on the 

package carefully.

Be sure fabric is clean be- 
fore dyeing. 


To tint dark fabrics a. 


light color, remove the old 
shade first with a special 
color remover. 

Unusual shades can be ob- 
tained ‘by mixing two dyes 
together. Blend them first 
in a small receptacie and 
then add to a large con- 
tainer of water, and pro- 
ceed as usual.

Tie Dyeing 

F. YOU like to use your 

imagination to create un- 
usual effects, try your hand 
at tie dyeing. ‘This does not 
necessarily mean dyeing 
ties. It is a fascinating craft 
which involves tying the 
pattern you want off into 
sections before dyeing. 

You might start off bv 
monogramming some nap- 
kins made from old table- 
cloths or scraps of un 
bleached muslin. 

Make a cardboard pattern 
of any.letter you wish to 
use, and trace it off lightly 
on the corner of each nap- 
kin. Remove pattern, and 
outline the letter with Small 
running stitches, Draw up 
the stitches tightly and dye 
the entire napkin in the 
usual way. When the 
stitches are removed, the 


monogram will stand out 


undyed. 

You c@&nm work out many 
color combinations by dye- 
ing the whole napkin a light 
shade first, tying off the de- 
sign, and dyeing again 
using a darker color. 

Use this same method for 
making designs and borders 
on scarfs, skirts, aprons, 
dresses, curtains, or table- 
cloths. Small round circles 
are easily made by tying 
marbles tightly into the 
cloth with thread.
